Even a chronic long-shot horse- 
bettor wouldn't put his money down 
on that group of predictions. 


Astrology is, in normal walks of 


life, a natural speculation on com- 
ing events. But when applied seri- 
ously to the course of nations, their 
commerce, their conflicts, it shows 
up as a pretty clear case of war 
fatigue. 


Men find the causes of war to be 
so involved and well-nigh incurable 
that finally they give up hope and 
ook to the stars to tell them when 
it will happen — that which they 
confess they can't prevent. 


Some men take this course — but 
not all. Perhaps not the majority. 


The majority of people have no 


faith whatever in slar-gazing on 
the subject of peace and war. 


The surest way of taking care of 


our destiny, whether in Europe or 
elsewhere, is to be well prepared 
in case someone else wants to start 
a war. It's not as dramatic as star- 
gazing — but it's something our 
potential enemies will understand 
and respect.
